Dear Sir, 

Your station has deceived and defrauded me, I therefore write to reouest 
redress of a, legitimate grovance and a request that you do what remains within 
your power to do to reduce the extra work and coat this puts me to. Today alone it 
meant writing three unnecessary letters to those who saw* the Black Journal -’how 
on which 1 appeared, aired by you lust Wednesday, 

I also remind you that if I had not kep my. word you would Iiave been put to 
not inconsiderable cost and trouble because those others scheduled to have appeared 
with me did not. You'd have had nothing in the oan. 

When I was asked to appear 1 anted two things* because I am broke my expenses 
bo repaid. I was promised thin plus hotel accomodations, I stay, ct with friends and 
savedyou the hotel bill. («y other expenses lave not yet boon repaid and I pay 
interest on my debt.) And because my books are not in tho bookstores I asked that 
the audiences be told how to write me. This I was promised. Without it I would not 
have done the show. There is no commercial station, which survives on advertising, 
which hao not done this, without this I would not have taken two unpaid days from 
my work, cause for no apparent reason the taping was delayed it cosjr ma a third 
day. The taping was not completed on schedule and there was no way of 1, a via.; New 
York, even at that late hour, with tho need to travel further after leading the 
commercial transportation. 

Prior to my leaving for dew York tho original agreement wan amended. You would 
not say how I could bo reached but in adding the lino with my name you would include 
my address. I agreed. You than did not do this. 1 asked that tho information be 
supplied to those jthas stations to which you syndicate the show. Y ou would not 
even permit them independent decision. You refused. 

To thsss means you deceived me, defrauded me, and have since abused me by 
requiring tha^ I respond to individual letters for V7hich* v/itftout your breach of 
our agr3esioiit t there would have been no hggcU 

I so 62 years old, work a day never leas than 18 hours, ana do tills all without 
income or subsidy. Having no interest in personal publicity an,. 1 great interest in 
the work x have undertaken, I find what your station did to me even more abusive. 

As a matter of fact, for other reasons entirely, i spoke to your counsel prior to the 
taping# 1 8 raised no objections then# K© phoned *as when I w &3 just sitting end waiting 
for some hours because your people asked me to appear hours before they wanted me. 

What you did was abusive of your audience, too, and re suited in a futility for 
many, as* 1 also m n de specifio in advance. Mn-; is the one book on tho ki ag assassina- 
tion not in accord with the official mythology, tt is not on commercial sale anywhere 
and it is four years oil, (Your stations has an intorer jeln , yrs judical .biased and 
consistent record or. this, too, which is a separate matter 1 of which you have no 
reason to be proud and on which you failed your/ license responsibilities.) 
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I also have a current book. It is, too, one of a kind and ouita tonics 
germane to the subject of the show, (l enclose a cooy of a Washington Po^t stn 
dealing with a limited aspect.)
